At  the  last  annual  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  lease  the  town  farm  for  a  term  of  years.  By  vir- 
tue of  this  instruction,  we  have  leased  said  farm  for  a  term  of 
five  years  from  Nov.  10,  1911  at  an  annual  rental  of  $60.  the 
first  year's  rent  having  been  paid  in  advance  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing  the  buildings  on  same,  future  rentals  to  be  paid 
semi-annually  in  advance  as  will  be  seen  by  this  report 
this  account  has  been  carried  in  the  poor  department  and  the 
cost  of  repairs  has  been  charged  to  that  department. 

The  lighting  system  has  been  changed  from  the  midnight 
to  the  all-night  schedule  at  an  increase  of  $5  per  lamp,  mak- 
ing the  present  cost  $20  per  lamp. 

We  desire  at  this  time  to  call  special  attention  to  our 
financial  condition.  Our  present  debt  is  $5100  of  which 
amount  $2700  becomes  due  this  year.  We  would  respectively 
recommend  that  this  amount  be  paid  during  1912,  our  reason 
for  recommending  an  increased  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  town  debt  being  that  the  state  assessment  for 
1912  will  be  .004  which  will  reduce  oiir  state  tax  more  than 
$1200  from  the  1911  assessment  and  we  believe  it  good  busi- 
ness policy  to  apply  a  part  of  this  reduction  toward  reducing 
our  indebtedness.
